PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 5.—The accession of 
Gov. Hoyt to the Independent forces and the 
consequent resignation of the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth have increased the bitterness 
between the Republican facuons in this State, 
making the Independents more confident and 
ageressive and the Stalwarts more desperate.

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POLITICAL ASPECTS OF ‘THE COUNTY 
ELECTION. 

If the people of Cook County are not con- 
fronted by a most threatening and dangerous 
emergency no local political situation ever 
yet presented one. The Republican who 
fails to see clearly that the interest of the 
county and the Interest of his party are ab- 
solutely identical must be politically blind. 
In brief, the question 1s, Shall the govern- 
ment of Cook County be controlled by re- 
spectable citizens through the agency of the 
Republican party, or shall it be handed over 
to the tender mercies of the disreputable 
classes under the lead of Mike McDonald? 
This alone ought to secure for the Repub- 
liean. ticket the active and hearty support 
not only of all Republicans but of the better 
class of Democrats. On this ground good 
citizens of all shades of political opinion 
may unite to save the city and county from 
disgrace. 

But Republicans have a partisan duty to 
perform, In the fate of the county ticket is 


Aound up that of the Congressional and leg- 


islative tickets. It is not improbable that 
the complexion of the State Legislature may 
be determined by the Cook County. election; 
and hence the question Whether the succes- 
sor of David Davis in the United States Sen- 
ate shall be a Republican or a Bourbon may 
depend upon the result in this county. And 
should a Democrat be returned to the Senate 
from Lilinois the narrow margin of Repub- 
lican control of body may be lost. In 
the event of the loss of the Lower House of 
Congress by the Republicans retention of the 
control of the Senate is of the last impor- 
tance, not only to the party but to the coun- 
try, as a check to those schemes of misrule 
attempted by a former Democratic Congress, 
whieh were only averted by the vetoes of 
President Hayes. 

It is now loudly claimed by the Democracy 
that their victory in Ohio has assured to that 
party the control of the Lower House of Con- 
gress. But the claim is not well founded. 
lt is debatable ground. Itis probable that 
the Republicans will offset Democratic gains 
in the North by equivalent gains in the 
South. Congress will be very close; hence 
the loss of a single Republican Congress- 
man in Cook County may involve the loss of 
Congress. 

The issue of this local election from a par- 
tisan standpoint may be very far-reaching. 
Upon it may depend the result of the choice 
of President in 13884-’85 in the event of the 
election devolving upon the House of Repre- 
sentatives. In such case the vote is by 
States. We have lost Ohio, but we have tied 
West Virginia. We expect to carry a ma- 
| jority of the districts in [llinois, but the loss 
of one or two Congressmen in Cook County 


State into the Democratic columu. 

It is the fashion of politicians to declare 
that the pending election is more important 
than any that has gone before. But of the 
election which is to be held tomorrow. 
we do not hesitate to make the dec- 
laration with the solemn assurance of ab- 
solute conviction. We appeal to all self-re- 
specting citizens, to all citizens who are 
proud of this great and growing city and. 
hopeful of its future, to save it from the 
blighting curse and shame of gamblers’ rule. 


WHO WILL EVICT THE FARMERS ? 

A weekly Socialist sheet, called the Fer- 
press, published in this city, undertakes to 
disseminate the views held by the Commun- 
ist, Henry George, the ‘“ land-reformer,”’ 
serves as an organ for the handful of people 
who are running an. “ Anti-Monopoly” 
ticket, and supports the candidacy of Mr. 
Black far Congress in the Third District on 
the “ Anti-Monopoly” platform. That plat- 
form deciares in favor of. “abolishing all 
monopoly f land by individuals or cor- 
porations, and its ultimate absorption by 
the State for the benefit of the whole peo- 
ple”: by whom is meant the loafers and 
rabbie of the cities and towns. Tar Tris- 
UNE has pointed out that this means nothing 
more nor less than confiscation and the forci- 
| bie dispossession without compensation of 
4,000,000 American farmers’ families. The 
“ Anti-Monopoly” organ seeks to crawfish, 
and announces that the intention is merely to 
divide up the largetracts now held by corpo- 
rate and individual owners into small farms. 
This is not the Henry George doctrine nor 
the platform put forth by the Anti-Monop- 
oly” party of Cook County. But to this 
pretended and unauthorized modification it 
may be answered (1) that it will be difficult 
to draw the line denoting the size of the 
farm which is large enough to warrant con- 
fiscating it from its owner and turning it over 
to the State to rent out; and (2) that the 
subdivision of large tracts of land into indb 
vidual and small farms is constantly going 
on in this country by a fair and natural 
process. The Illinois Central Railroad in 
this State ohce owned 2,500,000 acres of land, 
nearly all of which is now divided among 
25,000 farmers, whose families own and culti- 
vate it ip tracts averaging 80 to 160 acres 
or less. ‘The blocks of land owned by rail- 
roads throughout the Far West are rapidly 
undergoing the same process of subdivision 
and oceupation by, actual owners, and 
it will continue until all their lands

uon of land speculators, Under that act hun- 


dreds of thousands of farmers have obtained 
quarter sections of public lands almost with- 
out price, which they are cultivating and im- 
proving. And other hundreds of thousands 
of families will do likewise, In a short time 
there will be no very large tracts of land held 
either by individuals or corporations except 
as cattle-range.lands in the West, which are 
too arid for cultivation and can only be used 
for pasturage. The constant tendency of 
the American land system is towarda subdi- 
vision into smaller parcels. American farm- 
ers rarely make wills cutting off any of their 


children, but nearly always let them take 


equal shares in the landed property. Where 
one man buys and consolidates two farms 
two men subdivide and sell off surplus land, 
and the railroads are all disposing of their 
land-grants to actual settlers in limited tracts 
as fast as they can find purchasers. The 
question then reours, Where are the George 
mice which are going to bell the Granger cat 
and grab the lands of the farmers for the 
benefit of the Communistie rabble of the 


cities ? 

. WASTE OF WORKING CAPITAL. 

Prof. Bonamy Price told a Chicago au- 
dience that the panic of 1878 was due to 
excessive railroad building. We had, he 
said, spent too much money in making holes 
in the ground. Ihe new roads constructed in 
1873 footed up 3,916 miles, andin the previous 
year 6.167. During nine months of 1882 
8,075 miles have been built, and the caleula- 
tion is that by the end of the year we shall 
have added not less than 11,009 miles to the 
104,000 in operation at the end of 1881. The 
construction of that year was 9,386 miles. 
These figures will astonish people who had 


| an indistinct notion that for the. last twelve- 


month a more conservative policy’ had been 
pursued than in the two preceding years. 
When it was pointed out in 1880 that the new 
railroads projected but yet to be built had 
stocks and bonds to the amount of upwards 
of $400,000,000 to be marketed, the demand 
for “construction” stock which had till 
then been eager fell off rapidly. It was sup- 
posed that the result would be to check rail- 
road building. But this has not been the 
case. Many new enterprises were undoubt 
ediy choked off, but enough’ were left to 


‘swell the aggregaté to the enormous figure 


just mentioned, 

It is not easy to fix the limit of railroad 
building which this country can do without 
financial embarrassment. Because so much 
has never been built before in one year it 
does not therefore follow that more has been 
built than we can afford. But when the cost 


of this enormous railroad construction is 


footed up it is so large that oven the sanguine 
must feel that it is necessary to. be more pru- 
dent. The cost of he Nickel-Plate” Road, 


which has been recently sold, is estimated to 


have been $44,000 amile. This company had 
some unusually expensive work to do, as on 
its Cleveland bridge. Rails can be laid on 
the flat Western prairie fora much smaller 
sum per mile. An average expenditure of 
$25,000 is probably very near the truth. This 
would make the investment of. the United 
States in railroad building this year amount 
to $275,000,000 in cash. The capitalization 
has been fully twice as much. In the last 
three years at least $1,000,000,000 of new raii- 
road stocks and bonds have been issued to 
the public. . 

It this outlay of $275,000,000 had been, 
like the expenditure on the new farins that 
have been opened, put into something that 


‘would at once begin to yield reproductively, 


it would be a distinct addition to the coun- 
try’s wealth. Buta large part of it must for 
some time be unproductive. A correspond- 
ent who recently traveled over one of the 
new roads into Mexico pointed out that the 


260 miles or more that had been built could j 


not possibiy be made to earn a profit, but 
added that the part still to be constructed 
was relied upon to support the whole sys- 
tem. A great deal of our new road is of this 
kind. More will have to be built to keep it 
going. 

An equally serious fact is, that so large a 
part of our new mileage duplicates existing 
roads. The “ Nickel-Plate” lies alongside 
the Lake Shore: the West Shore Road is to 
parallel the New York Central; the St. Paul 
is going wherever the Northwestern goes. 
There are five transcontinental roads now 
heading for the Pacific Coast, besides the 
roads already in operation. This shows how 
large a part of our railroad building is com- 
petitive, and must live by dividing the. busi- 
ness that now pays the interest and dividends 
of older companies, 

The railroad building of 1881 is classified 
as follows: 2,200 miles were built to compete 
with the trunk-lines; 1,378 miles of other 
road east of the Mississippi; 5105 miles west 
of the Mississippi; and 708 miles on the Pa- 
cific Slope. Most of this new mileage, it 
will be seen, is in territory which would 
naturally feed the trunk-lines between New 
York and Chicago. But an examination of 
the tonnage carried by the railroads between 
New York and this city fails to show any 
such increase of business as there should be 
to justify the increase in mileage. In 1879 
the roads carried 2,471,738 tons and in 1881 
2,889,317 tons. For the first nine months of 
this year the tonnage was less than in the 
same period in any of the three preceding 
years. In the nine months of 1881 it was 
2,154,811 tons, against 1,930,334 in the nine 
months of 1879, but in 1880 it was less than 
in 1879, 

As long as these new roads pay their in- 
terest and dividends everything vill go 
swimmingly, but some that have paid divi- 
dends have already ceased to do so, and Wall 
street has been edified by reports of the diffi- 
culty some of them have had in obtaining 
funds with which to meet the interest due 
on their bonds. The country is filling up 
with immigrants, its granaries are overflow- 
ing with a bounteous harvest, population and 
wealth are increasing, and all these condi- 
tions call for large additions to our railroad 
system. But the facts show that too much 
has been spent on new ‘lines where there 
were roads enough, and that roads have been 
built in territory that has not responded with 
adequate traffic. The business has been 


overdone. 
—

A GOOD MAN GONE WRONG. 
Among the immigrants at Castle Garden 


the other day who had not succeeded in find- | 


ing employment was a middle-aged man in 
what appeared to be a foreign military uni- 
form. He was a graduate of the French 
Schéol of Forestry at Nancy, who, after 
serving a number of years in the woods in 
France; had come to make his living as a 
forester in this country, He wore the dress 
ot his order, a suit of blue trimmed with sil- 
ver buttons and embroidered at the cuffs 
with dark-green tape, and had passports and 
certificates from tne French Minister of Ag- 
riculture. * | 

This honest fellow knew that we had im- 
mense forests, and supposed in the innocence 
of his heart that we took care of theni. But 
he has brought his skill to the wroug market. 
The United States does mot take care of its 
forests. In France the preservation of the 
woodland isin the care of a State depart- 
ment which èmploys upwards of 1,000 men. 
The French Government spends $2,600,000 in 
this work, and receives an income from it of 
$8,000,000a year. The Government of Baden 
employs 110 men to look after. its woods, al- 
though its total area is only about that of an 
average Western county. 

In the State of Wisconsin alone 75,000 


acres of woodland are ruined by fire every. 


year. A correspondent recently wrote to 
Tur Tamer that he had seen on the Pacific 
slope the blaekened track of a fire that was 
100 miles long and twelve miles wide, 
where every tree was dead. Fires, most of 
which are preventable, are destroying, vast 
amounts of our timber wealth. Our annual 
forest product is valued at about $500,000,000, 
and it is time the Government took 
steps to protect this source of wealth, which 
is unique jn the ease with which it can be 


wasted, and the impossibility of replacing it, , 


once gone, 

The sterility of large parts of Asia and 
Eastern Europe, that were garden spots in 
ancient times, is attributed to the disappear- 
ance of their forests. It is inexcusable for a 
civilized people to allow the destrubtion of 
their climate—for that is what the oblitera- 
tion of our woo'ls really means—to go on un- 


posterity ’’ we are robbing both ourselves and 
our descendants. It would cost the National 
Government nothing to attend to this matter. 
Its receipts would, as in the case of 1 
be greater than its outlay. | 

RAILROAD TAX-DODGING. 

Mr. John T. Doyle, a member of the orig- 
inal Transportation Commission of Califor- 
nia, and now an independent candidate for 
Railroad Commissioner in that State, shows 
up the dodges of the Central Pacific to es- 
cape taxation. It had itself sued for taxes 
by the County of San Mateo, which is poor, 
and where the railroad influence is very 
strong. The taxes in question were State 
and county taxes. 

The county complaisantly admitted the es- 
sential facts alleged by the railroad, which 
were not facts at all. The decision of the 
court Was against the county, and it has ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of the United 
States with its case in just the shape the 
railroad wants it. The railroad agreed with 
the county officials that, if they would do all 
this, the county taxes should be paid, no 
matter which way the suits should be de- 
cided by the Supreme Court. Accordingly, 
the day after the decision of the Circuit Couft 
was made and the appeal] taken the railroad 
handed over to the county authorities the 
sum of $8,971.47, the amount of the county 
taxes. 

By a dicker of this sort the Central Pacific 
goes to. the Supreme Court with the ease of 
the public mangled and muddled. The point 
in issue is one of great importance, as it in- 
volves nothing less than settling whether in 
taxing the railroadgof California the amount 
of their mortgage should be deducted from 
their taxable valuation. There will not be 
much left to the tax-gatherer if these roads 
are allowed to deduct the vast total of their 
swollen mortgage debts from their assessed 
valuation. The corporations thatown almost 
the whole of the State will throw their share 
of the public burdens on the pore part of 
the community. 

The means adopted by the road to obtain 
this unfair advantage in the presentation of 
its case at Washington are disreputable in 
the extreme. ‘These corporations apparently 
regard their relations to the community that 
supports them as those of belligerents. 
They justify themselves in going to any 
lengths on the ground that ev erything is 
fair in war.

EXTREMES THAT NEVER MEET. 

It is a discouraging fact of American life 
that our oldest cities are developing extreme 
types of social inequality. Contrasts of 
luxury and indigence that it was fondly 
hoped would never appear in a land that had 
thrown off the artificial bonds of aristocracy 
and monarchy and where all had equal 
rights to life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness are becoming everyday sights. The 
interval between extreme wealth and ex- 
treme misery is as bridgeless in New York 
as in London. Evils that centuries were re- 
quired to produce in Europe spring up 
here in a generation. The rich are growing 
very rich; the poor vefy poor. New York is 
becoming resplendent with an extravagance 
of luxury that ransacks the choicest accumu- 
lations of Old-World treasures for its grati- 
fication. 

A sober description of the decorations of 
one of the palaces lately finished id New 
York has a golden giitter that even the 
Oriental faucy of Beaconsfield might envy. 
At one of the doors of a dining-room hangs 
a portiére of silver cloth decorated in tapes- 
try stitch with festoons of fruit and flowers, 
appropriately suggestive to the owner of the 
abundance for him of the good things of 
life. A European aitar has yielded to the 
persuasiveness of the American dollar its 
altar-cloths for the decoration of the portal. 
Scroll-work in silver on purple plush, and 
designs of the Italian renaissance, with 
bands and fringes of gold that were wrought 
by pious medieval artists to the glory of God, 
have been ravished from the altar to serve to 
the glory of an American railroad million- 
aire. 

There are portiòres of pale-green velvet, 
bordered by double lines of gold, with golden 
wreaths holding up efflorested scrolis made 
of gold thread laid on colored silks. Plushes 
of purple, red, and blue fade and deepen 
again allover the golden ground. On the 
walls are hangings of jute velours, what- 
ever they may be, of delicate corn tint, on 
which stand forth Venetian designs over- 
traced with threads of gold. By these are 
embroideries from the great San Donato 
collection. These too are altar cloths that 
have descended to. Mammon—superbd fit 
teenth-century altar vestments of white sat- 
in, illuminated with gold, pearls, and rubies, 
and besprinkled with flowers and birds. On 
a ruby velvet piece the tulip, fleur-de-lis, 
morning glory, and passion-flower are worked 
in warm-toned hues. Thirty persons have 


been employed on these draperies for four 


months. This is equivalent to the labor of 
one skilled artist for ten years.

There are thousands of people near by so 
poor and helpless that they do not to ap- 
peal to the city authorities to protect them 
from the foulest tenement-house abuses 
forced on them by their landlords. | There 
are 22,000 tenement houses in, New York, 
each containing four to forty families, to live 
in many of which, it is officially declared. 1s 
despair itself.” Their miserable tenants 
have gone go low that the next step is into 
the earth itself, and for fear of eviction from 
their reeking quarters they have not the 
courage to whisper a word of complaint, 

The Secretary of the Society for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor says these people 
are so destitute that they are literally at. the 
mercy of their landlords. They lite year 
after year, 5 and winter, amid dirt and 
misery such as the general public never 
imagine. ‘The landlords are continually vio- 
lating the sanitary laws of the State, but their 
victims are afraid to ask them to make re- 
pairs or to abate nuisances, ‘They are afraid 
to complain to the Board of Health, and half 
the complaints ‘they make to the society are 
anonymou This society adverti in the 
papers that it will give prompt attention to 
any notice sent it of defects in tenement 
houses that violate the law and endanger 
health. Its advertisements always end with 
the words, Communications confidential.“ 
In six weeks they received complaints of 300 
houses. 

These unhappy people live in such terror 
of being turned out by their landlords for 
complaining that they will, when quéstioned 
by the officers of the society, deny the ex- 
istence, of nuisances that are right before 
their eyes. When the courage to complain 
is gone it is nat necessary to describe their 
portiéres and their wall-hangings—tapestries 
of filth and disease. The contrast speaks for 
itself. Luxury cannot be arrested by argu- 
ments in the press or the pulpit, nor can 
poverty be abolished by them. But it is 
worth while to look our social facts in the 
face, and to dismiss to the boundless limbo 
of delusions the idea that this country is an 
Arcadia, free from the social problems that 
are vexing Older communities.

INCREASE OF FAILURES. 

Failures have been increasing of late, and 
the average amount of liabilities appears to 
be slightly in excess of whatit has been. 
For the week ending Oct. 27 there were, as 
complied by Bradstreet's, twenty more fail- 
ures than for the corresponding week of last 
year, and the failures for the week just 
passed have been still more numerous. 

The money market is distinctly harden- 
ing, both here and in the East. in Wall 
street the rate for loans’ was as high 
last week as 15 per cent. In Chicago 
the demand for loans is unusually 
strong, although the local accumulation of 
grain and provisions to be carried by the 
banks is very small. Merchants are borrow- 
ing because their country customers do not 
pay, and the country banks are borrowing 
for the same reasons. Farmers aré not sell- 
ing their grain, and when farmers are not 
selling they do not buy freely of the country 
merchants, and do not pay as promptly as 
when they are turning their crops into cash. 

But better rates for money are ndt neces- 
sarily a sign of financial disease. There is 
nothing to indicate that there has been any 
straining of credit. Merchants have been 
disappointed in the fall trade, partly on ac- 
count of the weather, and partly because of 
the slow marketing of produce by the in- 
terior, but they have not been overtrading: 
Among the farmers the evidénce is conelu- 
sive that the liquidation of indebtedness is 
still going og. .The farmers owe less than 
two years ago, although now some of them 
are borrowing to carry their wheat and corn. 
Railroad earnings and bank clearings make a 
good showing, .and it is evident that the 
country is still in a sound condition. 

None of the failures that have happened 
lately have been important ones. An in- 
crease in the number ot insdlvencies is al- 
ways to be expected toward the end of the 
year, and the higher rates for loans will add 
to the number, But there has been a very 
wholesome decline in quotations on the 
Stock Exchange, and the prices of mer- 
chantlise generally are now below the figures 
prevailing at this time last year. In view of 
the conservative character of these facts, the 
recent failures are to be regarded merely as 
local disturbances, and not as storm signals 
presaging the advent of a cyclone in the 
world of credit.

Our church .then stands for liberty. It 
asserts the supreme authority of the in- 
dividual reason and the individual 
conscience. Against thé assumptions of eccie- 
siastical authority, it declares that, no matter 
how true the belief or how righteous the deed, 
that which is done by any man against his rea- 
son and in disobedience of bjs conscience is 
wrong. Against those who claim. liberty but 
disclaim responsibility it arms not only that 
man is free to obey bis own reason and Con- 
science, but that be is not free to do otherwise. 

To match the doctrine of — liberty, 
the church must assert the doctrine individ- 
ual respoosibility. Those who claim the fone 
must accept the other, and when freedom of 
choice and action have been exercised then one 
must be tavgtit to stand up manfuily and ac- 
cept the iegitimate consequences of his liberty. 
In order that in the exereise of liberty life may 
become a growth the church must hold up be- 
fore the individual the highest couceivabie ideal 
of human excellence.

PROF. DAVID SWING. 


An Address to the Woung-An In- 
wrought Life. | 

Spite of the extremely disagreeable weather 
yesterday forenoon Prof. Swing preached to a 
goodly congregation at the Central Church. His 
theme was An Inwrought Life.” Following is 
the sermon: 

Aud this work of the candlestick was of beaten 
gald unto the shaft thereof; unto the flowers 
thereof was beaten work.—Num., vtit., 4. 

One of the wonderful elements in the old He- 
brew religion is that love of fine work which is 
seen in the temple service and tabernacie serv- 
ice, ahd in the bulldings and equipments for 
the worship of the true God. The details are as 
rich as though the race of Hebrews .had been 
reared in the times of Angelo or in the galleries 
and museums of our century. The part is very 
large which was played in mat far-off time 
by colored curtains, by wires of gold wrought 
unto cloth, by badger skins dyed reg, by en- 
graved cups and basins, and by ornaments of 
beaten gold. It is quite certain that were the 
temple of Solomon now standing in its 
first or second splendor it would make insignifi- 
cant some of the wonders of modern Europe. 
This deep love of elaborate carving, and hewing, 
and weaving, and casting, and polishing telis us 
not only the story of art among the ancient Is- 
raelites, hut the story of the same sentiment 
among the Egyptians. Canaan was a picture of 
Egypt. The child, Moses, goimg into exile left 
behind him the land of his mother, but not her 
features. His people indeed borrowed jewels on 
the eve of their flight—jewele they never de- 


signed to restore; but the most valuable gems 


they stole must be found in the ideas and taste 
which they carried from the Nile to the Jordan.

RESTRAINING THE INSANE. 


Judicial Looseness in Ordering the He- 
lease of Insane Persons. 

Last Saturday, before a Quincy court. of jus- 
tice, Mark Gray, who attempted to kill Eawin 
Booth while playing in McVicker’s Theatre, was 
disebarged from the hospital for the insane 
upon a writ of habeas corpus as having been 
cured. The testimony was purely negative. 
Yesterday Dr. E. A. Kilbourne, the Medical Su- 
perintendeat of the Elgin Insane Hospital, was 
at the Grand Pacific, where he was seen by a 
TRIBUNE reporter. ’ 

The insane,”’ said the Doctor, “have the art 
of concealing their insanity toa degree that is 
remarkable and surprising. Take, for instance, 


‘the horrible case of Mra. Dr. Seguin in New

York. 
sanity from her husband, who was an expert in 
the science, though he had never been con- 
nected with any institution for the cure 
of the insane. Dr. Seguin is one 
of the gentiemen who have opposed places of 
confinement or bospitais for the cure of the in- 
sane, and who believed that insane people 
should be allowed to remain at large. Mrs. 
Seruin’s case was not emotional insanity. There 
was a deliberation and method in her horrible 
delusion, which caused her to kill her three 
beautiful and innocent children. Think of her 
bandaging and biinding their eyes and then 
deliberately shooting at them. Insane pers 
are aiw daugerous, and she successfully 
kept her delusion quiet from her husband. who, 
though an expert, no idea of her actual con- 
dition. Insane persons deceive the very attend- 
ants who wait upon them daily, and it 
takes the most careful watching at all times. 
The woman Robert ought not to pave been dis- 
charged. She was not cured, and she is unfitted 
to be at large, and she is always, as long as she 
at large, a menace to the community. 
“Take thie case of the man Mark Gray. His 
real name ie Mark Gray Lyon. Four months 
before bis birth his father died, and his mother, 
while be was yet an infant, married a man 
named Gray. but his father’s name was Lyon.

Yesterday, however, a TRIBUNE reporter saw

wasacandidate. The gentleman promptly re- 
plied that he was not a candidate, and that he 
had never authorized the use of his name in 
connection with the office. He did not wish to 
appear rude or hot-headed in the premises, and 
to that end be had personally called upon sev- 
eral members of the co.nmittee and requested 
them to take his name from the ticket, offering 
to defray the expense of printing other tickets
